High Court Justice Dies 


Death Brings Roosevelt 


Chance to Name Fifth 
Member of High Court; 
Murphy Being Talked. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 16.—(4)— 
The death of Associate Justice 
Pierce Butler today signified the 
arrival of anew and probably 
long éra in the nation’s judicial 
history in which appointees of 
President Roosevelt will dominate 
the supreme court. 

When Butler’s place has been 
filled, the present chief executive, 
with his insistence upon a “lib- 
eral” interpretation of the consti- 
tution giving the federal govern- 
ment wide authority, will have 
named five of the tribunal’s nine 
members. 

Thus, time has given Mr. Roose- 
velt what he could not achieve in

stitutional. 

Standing with him at that time 
were Associate Justices McReyn- 
olds, Sutherland and Van -Devan- 
ter.. Sutherland and Van' Devan- 
ter have since retired, and But- 
ler’s passing means that. only one 
of the old group—McReynolds— 
remains on the high bench. 

In addition to the retirements 
of Van Devanter and Sutherland, 
Associate Justice Brandeis with- 
drew and Associate Justice Car- 
dozo died. These places Mr. 
Roosevelt filled with the appoint- 
ments of Associate Justices Black, 
Reed, Douglas and Frankfurter, 
all believers in his philosophy of 
constitutional interpretation.

IN PAROLES BARED} 


Fulton Records for Last 
23 Months Tell Story; 
Boykin Raps Policy. 


Paroles granted to criminals 
convicted in Fulton superior court 


‘have increased more than 500 per 


cent in the last two years, accord- 
ing to records made public yester- 
day in the office of the clerk of 
superior court. 


During the last 23 months more 
than 400 criminals were ordered 
released by the State Prison and 
Parole Board, the records show, 
and of the total number of prison- 
ers freed, 10 were serving life 
sentences and 31 others were un- 
der minimum sentences of at least 
10 years. 


Statistics Revealed. 

In 1938, the records show, 216 
prisoners received paroles, an in- 
crease of more than 500 per cent 
over the previous year. In 1939, to 
date, 224 have been given their 
freedom by the state parole body. 


Those under life sentence who 
were released, served, on an aver- 
age, not more than eight years of 
their sentences before receiving 
their freedom. Those serving sen- 
tences of 10 years or more. usually 
remained in prison less than six 
years before being granted liberty, 
according to the parole records. 

The number .of paroles for the 
past eight years, not including the 
unconditional pardons granted by 
the Governor, are as follows: 

1932.. 1936 

1933 . 1937 

1934 .... 1938 :216 

1935 *: ; 1939 ....224 

According to the figures, the 
paroles for 1938 and 1938 both 
show an increase of more than 500 
per cent over the 1937 figure. The 
1939 total today is exactly 400 per 
cent greater than the average 
number of paroles granted 
throughout. the‘ six-year period 
from from 1932 through 1937. 

When asked about the record for 
the last eight years, Solicitor Gen- 
eral Boykin declared: 

“If they keep on freeing crimi- 
nals at this rate, it won’t be long 
before there’ll be ‘no prisoners 
from Fulton county left in the

president and key figure in the 
state’s political scandals, was in 
an undetermined condition tonight 
after a suicide attempt one day be- 
fore starting his*8-to-24-year sen- 
tence for forging school docu- 
ments. 

Sheriff Newman H. de Bretton 
said the 5l-yéar-old educator had 
suffered great loss of blood after 


severing an artery in his foot with

Kuhn ‘Shortage’ Shrinks 
As State Admits Mistake 


NEW YORK, Nov. 16.—(4)— 
Acknowledgment of major error 
by an important witness—and a 


the amount of money Fritz Kuhn 
is accused of having stolen from 
his German-American Bund—was 
made today by the state as it rest- 
ed in the Bundsfuehrer’s larcency 
trial. 


Defense Attorney Peter L. F. 
Sabbatino sought immediately to 
show that the Bund’s “leadership 
principle” was such that Kuhn had 
unlimited power to handle the or- 
ganization—and its money—as he 
chose. 


He read into the record an ap- 
plication for membership in the 
Bund ostensibly made by Mrs. Vir- 
ginia Cogswell, a nine-times-mar- 
ried matron sometimes called the 
“Georgia peach.” 

The paper bore the phrase: “I 
— the leadership princi- 

e,.” 

State testimony had pictured 
Kuhn as having been so friendly 
with Mrs. Cogswell that he once 
paid a $60 doctor bill for her, but 
this was the first indication of any 
direct connection she had with the 
Bund itself. 

After recalling Benjamin Blatt- 
ner, an accountant for District At- 
torney Thorhas E. Dewey’s office, 
to testify that he had made a mis- 
calculation involving nearly $4,000, 
the prosecution abandoned its at- 
tempt to show that Kuhn had ille- 
gally taken $5,641. 

,Jnstead, Assistant District At- 
torney Herman McCarthy then 
sought to show the total was 
$1,891, thus divided: $674 claimed 
to have been misappropriated from 
the Bund’s “legal defense fund”; 
$500 ostensibly (but says the state, 
not actually) paid to an attorney 
for legal services; $717 which the

hotel manager of Dahlonega, to- 
night said he had talked with a 
number of responsible “old-tim- 
ers” who had béen out to the mine 
this. afternoon and they had told 
uIgA MoU snoulloUs 3y} jo wiry 
which had been uncovered by the 
dynamite blast today. 

Here is the story as related by 
Mr. Smith: 

“There were some newsreel men 
from New York here this after- 
noon and they begged Dugas to 
set off some dynamite in the mine 
so as to make their pictures look 
more realistic. Dugas did just that 
and, after several blasts had been 
set off it was found that ore, con- 
siderably richer than that which 
had previously been discovered, 
had been exposed. 

“I talked with a number of 
persons who had been out to the 
mine since the new discovery and 
they were considerably excited 
about what they had seen. I have 
not been out there myself,” Smith 
added, “but I have seen a half- 
dozen or more pieces of ore that 
came out of the mine this after- 
noon and it is literally filled with 
gold.

He had 
served on the court since 1922, 
when he was appointed by Presi- 
dent Harding, and participated in 
many of its momentous decisions. 

A big man, with a round ruddy 
face, thin fuzzy hair and piercing 
blue eyes, he was mch esteemed 
for his good humor and penchant 
genial story telling. He loved to 
play golf. 

His death brought from his old 
adversary, President Roosevelt, a 
formal statement: of regret and a 
personal note to Mrs. Butler say- 
ing he had always regarded the 
justice as a “personal friend” and 
adding that: “His undoubtedly 
great ability, his complete frank- 
ness in the expression of his phi- 
losophy and his honest convictions 
commanded my ‘respect, and, in 
common with his many friends, I 
sincerely regret his untimely pass- 
ing.” 

When the supreme court met at 
noon, Chief Justice Hughes sol- 
emnly announced Butler’s death 
and the court, in respect, adjourn- 
ed until next Wednesday. 

Hughes Announces Death. | 

“Trained in the exacting school 
of a most active professional prac- 
tice,” Hughes said, “Pierce Butler 
brought to this court not only his 
learning in the law but a rich store 
of practical experience. His fi- 
delity, his courage and forthright- 
4 ness, which were his outstanding 
characteristics, made - him a 
doughty warrior for his convic- 
tions, and he served the court with 
great ability and indefatigable in- 
dustry, and an unwavering loyalty 
to its traditions and to his lofty 
conceptions of its function in pre- 
serving our constitutional heri- 
tage.” 


Attorney General Murphy issued 
a statement saying the nation had 
“lost in Justice Butler one. who 
served with ability and faithful- 
ness.” Butler, he said, “took his 
stand on the grave issues of our 
times with a rugged integrity and 
unwavering obedience to his con- 
ception of the right.” 


Justice Butler is survived by his.

Close ob- 
servers of things political on 
Capitol Hill and the White House 
cite Murphy’s Catholicism as one 
reason for the President to ap- 
point him to the vacancy, but also 
stress the fact that the attorney 
general is a westerner, an ardent 
New Dealer, and an able lawyer. 

: Jackson Not Out. 

Murphy’s solicitor general, Rob- 
ert H. Jackson, might. be given the 
nod if he were not a New Yorker, 
but inasmuch as Chief Justice 
Charles Evans Hughes and Asso- 
ciate Justice Harlan Fiske . Stone 
are also from the Empire state, it 
is not thought probable that Presi- 
dent Roosevelt would go to his 
own native heath for Butler’s suc- 
cessor.

URGED BY ARNALE 


Necessity for New Laws Is 
Stressed by State’s At- 
torney General. 


WRIGHTSVILLE, Ga., Nov, 16. 
(P)—If Georgia’s school teachers 
are to be moved up to “the first 
table” and become “star board- 
ers,” Attorney General Ellis Ar- 
nall said tonight, then the gen- 
eral assembly must “enact laws 
readjusting school finances.” 

He asserted the state’s teachers 
always “have been forced to eat 
at the second table,” taking “the 
scraps and leftovers.” 

Arnall spoke at a zone meeting 
of Lion clubs. 

“As attorney general,” he de- 
clared, “it is my ambition to co- 
operate in every way legally pos- 
sible to bring about a solution of 
our troubled educational situation 
in Georgia.” 

He added the “responsibility” 
of aiding schools rested not only 
upon legislators and public offi- 
cials but also on “the people 
themselves.”

Federal, state and cotinty co-

Clarke Donaldson, chief of con- 
struction, and George B. Lyle, 
chairman of the city council’s pub- 
li¢ works committee, mapped a 
program projecting six bridge and 
viaduct improvements, costing the

Underpass Planned.

$35,000 Annual Cost. 

Most of this work has been done 
in thickly populated residential 
districts and the total cost will be 


only $50,000 i the entiré year. 
Donaldson asserted this should 
be continued next year in order 


that “Atlanta’s streets may be 
placed in condition for use.” 

The city now has about 500 miles 
of paved streets and about 300 
miles unpaved. 

Ward funds totaling about $35,- 
000 were used in the recondition- 
ing process, which was introduced 
to Atlanta by Donaldson and his 
assistant, Captain Rex LeFevre, in 
charge of streets. ? 

Water-bound macadam is plac- 
ed on the dirt street when new 
work must be done and pine tar 
is spread of the surface. This is 
allowed to seftle from one to two 


years and then a bituminous mat/' 


is spread over it. While the com- 
pleted job is in no way a paved 
street in the generally accepted 
term of the word, it is an excel- 
lent base for paving and will last 
up to 10 years .in itself. 

Gutter Areas Reclaimed. 

Asphalt repair funds have been 
used in hundreds of street stretch- 
es during the year to repair holes 
and to reclaim badly worn gutter 
areas. 

“In this way we have, in ef- 
fect, widened several miles of 
streets, because the gutter areas 
could not be traveled at all be- 
fore we put down the asphalt 
cappings,” Donaldson explained.

Supplement in Some Form 
By Dr. William Brady. 


Foods comparatively rich in vi- 


min A: 

Egg yolk, butter, cream, milk, 
cheese, dandelion greens, escarole 
(chicory greens), endives, beet 
greens, green onion tops, lettuce, 
parsley, spinach, turnip greens, 
kale, sweet potato, suqash, pump- 
kin, ripe banana, peaches, fresh or 
dried; tomato and tomato juice, 
fresh or canned; ammalian liver, 
kidney, dried prunes, carrots, cab- 
bage, kale, chard. 

Scientific investigators (Percy G. 
Howe, of Forsyth Dental Infirm- 
ary; W. S. Wolbach, of Harvard 
University; Lady Mellanby, of Eng- 
land) have shown that when the 
diet contains insufficient vitamin 
A the teeth tend to become chalky, 
opaque white, brittle, due to defi- 
cient enamel formation. The den- 
tine is likely to be exposed and 
the tooth then is readily infected 
so that caries occur. Vitamin A also 
controls development of the epithe- 
lium covering the gums, and any 
deficiency of the epithelial cover- 
ing impairs the natural defence 
against infection.

Add your own honor-trick total 
to that of partner’s, as indicated 
by his bid or pass. Subtract this 
combined total from eight to de- 
termine the approximate honor- 
tricks held by opponents. Estimate 
partner’s pass to be worth about 
one honor-trick. 


WHEN TO BID. 


Always employ this Rule of 
Eight, during the bidding and you 
will be able to place the approxi- 
mate strength of Opponents. Then 
proceed with your bids according- 
ly, remembering that 4 H. T. will 
make one odd, 5 H. T. two odd, 6 
H. T. game. ‘

Resignation of Miss Gay B. Shepperson as 
work project administrator for Georgia marks 
the end of a remarkable chapter in the career 
of a remarkable and most capable woman. : 

The position she has held since 1933, as 
head of the variously titled federal relief and 
work relief administrations in this state, is un- 
doubtedly one of the most difficult and exact- 
ing executive tasks imaginable. It has re- 
quired ability of rare order and a degree of 
tact and patience to be found in few individ- 
uals. That she has filled her job’ with such 
general satisfaction is the strongest possible 
testimonial to her inherent gifts, her enthusi- 
astic application and her capacity for hard 
work. 

Miss Shepperson is a native of Virginia and 
began her career as a school teacher. She later 
entered social service work and for a time was 
connected with the War Department at Wash- 
ington, in this capacity. Next she was a field 
representative for the Red Cross and, from 1923 
to 1928 was head of the children’s bureau of 
the Virginia State Department of Public Wel- 
fare. She came to Georgia in 1928 to fill a 
Similar position in the welfare department of 
this state. 

While Miss Shepperson’s successor as head 
of the WPA for Georgia has not yet been 
named, it will, in all probability, be Robert L. 
MacDougall, technical director of the Atlanta 
Housing Authority and former assistant WPA 
administrator, under Miss Shepperson. 

Miss Shepperson has made no announce- 
ment as to her plans for the future. All who 
are familiar with her splendid work for the past 
six years will hope the continuance of her 
career will have Georgia as its locale. She is 
too valuable a citizen for any state to see her

tions. Last fall, when national defense became a pressing problem, 
the President named a National Defense Power Committee under 
Assistant Secretary of War Louis Johnson. Johnson called in Wen- 
Groesbeck, Floyd Carlisle and severai other 
power business. Several inspirational rallies were 
held, but. tangible results were inconspicuous. Then, a few weeks 
‘ago, the National Defense Power Committee’s duties were trans- 
ferred to the National Power Policy Committee, which has always 
been the spearhead of the New Deal’s aggressive power program. 
The national defense power committee’s chief labor was a survey 
finding national power facilities “woefully lacking.” On looking 
into the problem,.the national power policy committee confirmed 
its predecessor’s conclusions. Worst bottle-necks, according to the 
committee, were the lack of production capacity in certain strategic 
localities, and the almost complete absence of high tension trans- 
mission lines hooking the great existing systems together. The 
committee decided there was room for. additional expenditures by 
the utilities of about $200,000,000 above normal. The government, 
it suggested, ought to put over $300,000,000 into the high tension 
hookup lines (which bring no profit to the private systems) and into 
expansion of TVA, utilization of the St. Lawrence and other special 
projects.. The question immediately arose as to who was to have 
the management of the government-financed lines and production 
lants. ® 
“ Acting Secretary of the Navy Charles Edison, urged on by con- 
servative advisers, complicated matters by suggesting that all gov- 
ernment investment ought to take the form of subsidies to the-utili- 
ties companies. To the members of the national power policy com- 
mittee, this was sheer heresy. They voted down Edison, and ar- 
ranged to attempt a deal with the utilities companies,

gerous surroundings. 

Maybe. There is room for 
doubt, but this is, perhaps, not the 
place for an old skeptic to voice 
his pessimisms. 

The city of Decatur is trying an 
experiment. They are opening the 
high school as a recreation center 
on Monday evenings and inviting 
anyone who wishes to come and 
join fhe fun. There are good 
games there now and, as oppor- 
tunity. offers, more and better 
games will be put in. 

It seems to me, however, that 
with such a recreation spot open 
on Monday evenings only, they are 
batting only .143 in their contest 
with the temptations they would 
defeat. That is, one-seventh, one 
night each week, with six left 
open for all the other forces to 
get in their licks.

to do so. 

Maverick has been accused of 
being a Communist and of sympa- 
thizing with them, because in his 
mayoralty campaign he carried the 
Mexicans and the impoverished 
model T trade, and because after 
election he let the Communists 
hold a meeting in a public hall. He 


give a damn for the Communists, 
the CIO, the AFL or the Railway 
Brotherhood as such, but does set 
considerable store by -civil liber- 
ties.

One was a 
challenge by Senator Walter F. 
George, and the other Albany’s 
celebration of the making of a pic- 
ture with 90 per cent native tal- 
ent. 

The “ideal ‘movie © settings” in 
California have been exploited so 
exhaustively that they are begin- 
ning to pall on the cinema public, 
George said in taking up the torch 
lighted by Mayor F. H. LaGuardia, 
of New York, who is trying to 
entice the movie industry to that 
city. George agreed with him that 
a shift was in order, but said it 
should be made to Georgia instead 
of to the nation’s largest city. 

“Georgia has pretty nearly any- 
thing offered anywhere else, the 
outstanding feature being a hos- 
pitality equaling if not surpassing 
that of California,” the senator 
said at the celebration of the near 
completion of Paramount’s “The 
Biscuit Eater.” It is a story of 
hunting dogs and children and 
swamps and superstitions. 

“Georgia Peaches.” 

Tramping through the red dust 
on the “location” outside Albany, 
George commented enthusiastical- 
ly on the roles of three “Georgia 
peaches” and approximately 350 
other Georgians in the picture.

SUPER ROADS SEEN 
AS WORKERS* HOPE 


Yale Expert Would Segre- 
gate Traffic to Eliminate 
Hazards of Highway. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 16.—(?)— 
A way to drive to your job with- 
out risking your neck or your dis- 
position was outlined today by Dr. 
Miller McClintock, director of the 
Bureau of Traffic Research at 


Yale University. 

You can do it, Dr. McClintock 
told a construction conference at 
the Chamber of Commerce of the 


United States, if you will insist 
upon your city building a system 
of super roads above or below the 
level of traffic-snarled streets. 
Such a system will cost no more, 


the Yale expert said, than most 


cities are spending on street 
widening and opening projects 
which don’t solve the problem. 
“The operation of an automobile 
under existing conditions places 
on the driver requirements sub- 
stantially in excess of those on the 
pilots of great transport planes,” 
Dr. McClintock said. “Highway 
accidents, as a rule, are not caused 
by morons nor anti-social peo- 
ple.” 
Ninety-eight per cent of the 
accidents can be eliminated, he 
added, by building elevated or de- 
pressed roadways, on which traffic 
moving in one direction is sepa- 
rated from that going the other 
way, intersections and access from 
abutting property are eliminated, 


and traffic of varying speed is 
reasonably segregated. 
“You can’t kill a pedestrain un- 


less you can catch one,” the speak- |, 


er quoted in explanation of the 
proposal to permit no access from 
abutting property. 

Barring of trucks from main 
highways on holidays and week- 
ends was advocated by Secretary 
of Interior Ickes in a speech to the 
37th annual convention of the 
American Automobile Association. 

Expressing a wish to take an 
armored tank and “bump these 
pests from the road,” Ickes also 
proposed that Americans improve 
their driving habits to attract for- 
eign visitors.
